May 10—Warning that 
France, must. In the midst of peace, 
make preparations for future wars, 
was uttered by Marshal Foch, who 
presided at the annual ra'eetlng ot 
the polytechnic school for army en- 
Sincere today. Discussing lessons of 
the great war, he said the present 
economic struggle Is the first part 
o£ the peace program, but prepara- 
tion for war Is the second part. 
"Which, of us," he asked, "dares 
believe Germany is renouncing war 
on the morrow of her ruin—Ger- 
many which inspired by sheer am- 
bition, took tfp arms in 1884, 1866, 
1870 
and 1014 on the plea of his- 
toric necessity? 
Germany's nelgh- 
bors whether they wish to or not will 
be forced to keep up armies ana 
maintain strong frontiers 
because, 
ciulte apart from the generous inten- 
tlons of civilized humanity there are 
historic realities and racial appetites 
just as there are geographical real- 


"How can we help mistrusting-, a

AS TO ASSESSMENT FOR STREET 


' The statutes o£ the state 'of Wisconsin provide 


protection for the property owner in the matter 
of street paving. There seems to be some confu- 
sion in the minds of the people of Janesville as 
to the assessment oE costs and the limitations 
made by .this statute. 
This limitation of cost is 


not a supreme court decision, but is contained 
section 9^9-36. chapter 45-v, general' laws. 


What the council has done will be better ex- 


plained IE we start from the beginning. The -total 
cost of the street improvement is more than the 
law permits to be assessed. That is, the city will 
have to pay a deficit from a general fund. When 
Ihe franchise was given to the Interurban road 
that corporation agreed to pave between the 
tracks and one 'foot on either'side. 
So that out 


of streets used by the road there is a 7-foot strip 
paved by the company. 
In making, the city as- 


sessments the property owner is not assessed for 
this pavement. He is charged with .the amount 
of the pavement between the curb line on his 
property frontage and the 7-foot strip. 


In computing this assessment it will be found 


that the. charge per square yard is greater than 
•the limitation fixed by statute, which. is $3 .a 
square yard. Here is where the confusion enters 
Tho rebate or credit therefore to the property 
owner would be, at first thought, the difference 
between his assessment- and ?3 a square yard al- 
lowed 'by the statute. Not so, for the statute say; 
thab'the rebate is to be figured on the cost to the 
center of the street. -That is the way the city 
figures it out, for the law says nothing of stree 
car lines. It might be held on this point that the 
i-enter of the street would be'the center of a park- 
way if that parkway were placed after the stree* 
hud- been, accepted and was on .the plat. 


For the assessment the property pays to the 


car tracks. 
For the rebate or' limitation cost is 


(Igurecl to the street center. It seems that the 
statute in the case has never been invoked for 
heretofore the cost of paving has not been large 
'enough to demand the minimum, assessment. The 
only mooted question has been as to whether the 
"center oC the street" for the purpose is at the 
car tracks when the car tracks are paved by thj 
utility corporation, or to the actual center of th< 
street by measurement. The section seems to b 
capable, however, of no other construction than 
that the limitation of the cost to the propertj 
owner is based on the cost 'to the center oE thi 
street, regardless oC car lines.

Text books selected by a commission ot lead- 


ing educators, men who understand the needs ot 
rural and grade schools, OP made under the super- 
vision of such a commission, sold through the 
schools at cost to the children, would be another 
step In the way of education we 'are some day 
going to have. The child is constantly* called on 
to spend money for this and that, and in the fam- 
ily of a restricted incomo the total is large at the 
t-nd of the school life of the child. When this is 
necessary for a large family it acts as a positive 
deterrent in getting the schooling to which every 
child la entitled.

convention may do with the voluminous report of 
the special committee of policies and platforms, 
today may be said to, mark an epoch'In the evos- 
lution of the party platform.

his right bower, State Senator Ogden L. Mills ot 
the New York legislature,-came to town' and ex- 
hibited to a roornfull of Washington .correspond- 
ents the results of months of research on public 
questions. Later these two individuals submitted 
the twenty reports of their subcommittees to the 
members of congress who are to help draft the 
republican platform at Chicago. The reports are 
in pamphlet form and cover every subject of Im- 
portance except the peace .treaty and .league of 
nations, planks on which members of the senate 
are drafting. 
The unofficial platform committee 


conducted a mail canvass sending a printed form 
broadcast asking every conceivable question. The 
queries were not phrased suggestively but in a way 
that would bring out a -variety -of answers. 


It doesn't make much difference what anyone 


thinks of the republican party or the Views that 
have been summarized in the big report brought 
here by Will Hays as .a fair, reflection of'•American 
public opinion. 
But • the -'-fact Js< that ^heretofore 


platforms have' been made 'inv-the excitement and 
haste of committee meetings at_the national con- 
ventions anil the conventions -have usually adopt- 
ed plank after plank without much debate. 
The- 


assembly is usually too large to permit of lengthy 
discussion.

Both the republicans and democrats have riot 


infrequently been embarrassed by the^patchwo'rk 
'of committees on platforms. 'Candidates have'had' 
to stand on these platforms when they usually had 
no-part in framing them. "The republicans have 
introduced a novel plan. They have atte'mpted to 
use the months before the convention to get a 
true chart of the. desires of the electorate.- In; 
stead of leaving the subject - -to. members of- con-- 
gress' who are often too close to 'legislative tangies: 
to get a good-perspective, the republican national 
committee has gone to the factory and the farm, 
to employer and employe.. Every, delegate proba- 
bly will have copies of the'volume before the co'n- 
vention begins.

Th'e democrats of course point to the futility of 


the whole business, contending that all the- ma- 
terial can be found in the daily newspapers1 and 
magazines and that even it condensed into plat- 
form planks, the machine politicians of the re- 
publican party'will make the platform as innocu- 
ous and inoffensive as possible. 


But the republicans who have worked on the 


plan are not so sure that the old line bosses who 
pull the strings are going to' be able this year .to 
brush aside so monumental a piece of research 
work as has been done-by the unofficial commit- 
tee. 
They hope, and privately they-insist, that 


no body of politicians will be able to' ignore the 
work of the platform committee if public opinion 
should get solidly behind it. 


Will Hays 'is a shrewd leader. He has used the 


progressives in the republican party to draw.-up a 
series of platform planks. 
He is courting the 


widest publicity. He hopes'to get the republican 
party committed to these progressives principles 
so that no group of conservatives or standpatters 
can defeat the efforts of the progressives. A con- 
servative might even be nominated, but the plat- 
form will breathe forward-looking doctrine. •

one shall be men. 
In.objecting 
to 
this provision, the women doctors 
mentioned, among others things, that 
the director of the -federal bureau 
of child hygiene in Washington is a 
woman; and that the similar de- 
partment of New York state, con- 
sidered the finest in the world, was 
organized, developed and is still run 
by a woman. 
Women Make Good 
They pointed' out that women as 


doctors have made good, and they 
demanded that Senator France give 
them the same recognition as men, 
and make all positions In the pro- 
posed health department open 
to 


them on the same terms. 
Senator France, it appears, was 
completely carried away by this ar- 
gument. For when Dr. Esther Pho 
Lovejoy, president .of the Medical 
Women's 
International 
association, 


and vice president of the Medican 
Women's National association, went 
to talk with him about it a short 
time ago he assured that he would 
see that 
-women 
physicians 
were 
amply represented in the new de- 
partment when it came into exist- 
ence. 
I£ the senator is as good as 
his word, and no outside influence 
balks him in his progressive inten- 
tion, this decision marks a great vic- 
tory for feminism.

And she is carrying 
on this work, caring for- an average 
of 3,000 sick persons a month ana 
running a dispensary, with,the- aid 
of one assistant-physician and one 
graduate nurse. 
All of the other 
work in the hospital is done by Ser- 
bians, because she points out this 
this is not only a much cheaper ar- 
rangement which also gives work to 
some of the unfortunaes, but it helps 
in the .campaign of teaching 
the 
Serbs sanitation and hygiene. There 
are countless other examples of the 
ability and bravery of our medical 
women abroad. 
They 
have 
made 
many true friends for .us in all lands 
where people are afflicted and chil- 
dren are suffering.

There is no 
doubt whatever that accidental pp-is- 
oning, skull fracture, and numerous 
other undiscovered : causes of death 
are hidden under many of the post- 
mortem guesses of coroners. 
The nevrapapers recently carried a 
story of the sudden death of a .man 
who had won considerable fame as 
an expert on infernal machines. The 
cause of the man's sudden death was 
given In the story as "indigestion." 
One would suppose that the reporters 
miffht know better than that When 
a man succumbs to "indigestion"— 
assuming a man has ever succumbed 
to it,- outside -of the newspapers— 
what organ has failed? What ia the 
modus operandl or the modus of not 
operating any ilpnger? 
It-is absurd 
to Imagine that "indigestion" 
ever 


seriously inlured anyone. The term 
is applied by third rate doctors to all 
sorts of diseases of abdominal and 
chest organs. It is a kind of slouchy, 
lazy indifferent way of side-stepping 
the" effort to determine what is really 
the matter, and therefore no physi- 
cian worthy of confidence or respect 
ever perpetrates such a pseudo- diag- 
nosisl 
The truth about heart disease ia 
that people usually do not die of it, 
even though they surely 
have 
It. 
They die of incidental affections, like 
the rest of us. 
A diseased heart 
rather causes 
general 
inefficiency, 


and often "indigestion." 


Now, according to the custom, nu- 
merous readers will read into these- 
remarks something which 
is 
not 
there. They will get the impression 
that I aay "Indigestion" is imaginary. 
I say .nothing of the kind. The pa- 
tient has something quite -genuine the 
matter when he confesses to or is 
accused of indigestion. I merely say 
he will bestir himself to flnd out 
what really is the matter unless he 
has no regard for his health. 
If he 
is that kind of'soul; then perhaps he 
will content himself trying some al- 
leged "heart, tonic" until he feels 
convinced that he is "sick1 enough to 
have a doctor."
